You and/or your Club can participate as follows: 

Class A - Field Station -Multi operator: Such stations must be located in places that are 
not regular station locations and must comply with the requirements of a field station as de- 
fined in the general section of rules. A single licensee or trustee for the entry is responsible for 
the group entry. All equipment (including antennas) must lie within a circle whose diameter does 
not exceed 500 metres. All contacts must be made with transmitter(s) and receiver(s) operating 
independent of commercial power mains. 

Class B - Field Station -Multi operator - QRP: All contacts must be made using an output 
power of 5 Watts or less. Other provisions are the same as Class A. 

Class C - Field Station -Single Operator: Such stations must be located in places that 
are not regular station locations and must comply with the requirements of a field station as 
defined in the general section of rules. All equipment (including antennas) must lie within a circle 
whose diameter does not exceed 500 metres. All contacts must be made with transmitter(s) and 
receiver(s) operating independent of commercial power mains. 

Class D - Field Station -Single Operator - QRP: All contacts must be made using an out- 
put power of 5 Watts or less. Other provisions are the same as Class C. 

Class E - General stations: Stations operating from permanent or licensed station loca- 
tions using commercial power. 

Only one call sign per station is permitted. In the case of multi-operator stations using 
more than one transmitter, all operators shall use the same call sign.

Celebrate: Plan or participate in public events to show the contributions made by dis- 
abled amateurs as agents of change and development in the communities in which they live. 

Take Action: A major focus of the Day is practical action to mainstream disability in all 
aspects of development, as well as to further the participation of persons with disabilities in 
social life and development on the basis of equality. Highlight progress and obstacles in imple- 
menting disability-sensitive amateur related policies, as well as promote public awareness of 
barriers to the full inclusion of persons with disabilities in their societies.

LOTW Update 

Some may have noticed that the "Logbook of The World" (LoTW) went off-line early 
last week. The ARRL Letter explains, "ARRL Information Technology Manager Michael Keane, 
K1MK, is reporting that while Logbook of The World (LoTW) system is currently down, it is ex- 
pected to be backup by 9 AM EST (14:00 UTC) on Friday 9 November. 'While the system is 
temporarily down, radio amateurs are not able to access LoTW or upload their logs,’ Keane ex- 
plained. 'No data has been lost, and everyone's records are intact. We understand the problem 
and we are in the process of restoring service to LoTW. Since both the Logbook of The World 
service and the Online DXCC service are connected to the ARRL Awards System, radio amateurs 
are not able to access either service until the system is restored. We apologize for any incon- 
venience this may cause, and want to assure the amateur community that the ARRL is working 
diligently to restore service to these popular programs.'"

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5 MHz Sunset Net frequency change 

On the 5 MHz reflector Paul, G4MWO, reports the Sunday evening Sunset Net is moving 
to 5 398.5 kHz. The popular Sunday evening ' Sunset' Net on 5 MHz is changing frequency. The 
net, which as its name implies, meets around UK sunset time on Sunday evenings to compare 
propagation with that during the 5 MHz GB2RS News earlier the same day has, for some time, 
met on the UK's 5 371.5 kHz channel. 

Following a number of reception reports from Amateurs in the Republic of Ireland, the 
net participants have decided to move the Sunset Net's frequency to 5 398.5 kHz (with a 
backup of 5 278.5 kHz), beginning Sunday 18 November as both these latter two channels are 
available to EI Amateurs, whereas 5 371.5 kHz is not. 

We hope that more EI Amateurs with 5 MHz experimental licences will join us here in 
the future and indeed welcome all wishing to participate.
